Marine spill response team 
moves Responder tothe Beach

The Marine Spill Response 
Corporation (MSRC) has selected 
Virginia Beach as the location for 
one of its 11 national preposition 
site facilities, according to Mayor 
Meyera Obemdwf . 

MSRC, an independent, not-for- 
ptefit corpo^i(Mi funded by the 
Marine Preservation Association 
(MPA), cleans up large, up to 
50,000 gallons, oil spills in U.S. 
offshore and ddal waters, including 
bays, harbors and river mouths. 

MSRC and the Jonathan 
Corporation have signed a long- 
term lease for a 10,000-square-foot 
warehouse and pier facilities to 
berth the Virginia Responder and 
associated recovery barge. The facil- 
ities are located at Jonathan's Little 
Creek Shipyard, adjacent to the 
U.S. Naval Amphibious Base. 

MRSC's preposition sites house 
equipment in areas where signifi- 
cant petroleum product shipments 
increase the probability of large oil 
spills. An integral }MUt of the local 
clean-up equipment is the Virginia 
Responder, a 210-foot oil spill re- 
sponse vessel. In addition, the site 
has berthing for a 275-fool recovery 
barge, a warehouse for equipment 
storage, maintenance operations and 
administrative office space, outside 
parking and unrestricted access year- 
round. 

MSRC has positioned 

re^onal r^ponse centers in die 
ncM'dieast, the soudieast, the plf, 
die southwest and the nortl>west, 
with Virginia under the auspices of 
die northeast. The response centers

Eleven Virginia Beach citizens 
were appointwl to the Human Rights 
Commission by City Council to serve 
as an advisor to us on human rights 
issues. 
These ipmintees, who represent 
our diverse 
population, are 
active in ex- 
ploring your 
concerns about 
your individual 
rights related to 
housing, em- 
ployment, pub- 
lic accommo- 
dations, credit 
and education. 
Our commi- 
ssion's hope is 
to serve as a 
positive advo- 
cate for human 
rights for our 
_^___^_____ citizens. 

We estab- 
lished three objectives iot the com- 
mission: fffst, to conduct and engage 
in educational and informational pro- 
grams; second, to serve as a forum for 
discussion of human rights issues, to . 
conduct studies and propose solu- 
tions for the improvement of human 
relations; and diird, to provide assis- 
tance to persons who believe their 
rights have been violated by identify- 
ing the appropriate federal, state or 
local agency which can address the 
complaint and refer such persons to 
that agency. 

Our commission has been active in 
implementing the tasks assigned by 
council. Members participated in a 
series of intensive training sessions 
conducted by key members of fed- 
eral, state and local agencies respon- 
sible for investigating and adjudica- 
tion of individual complaints regard- 
ing human rights issues. Community 
leaders from a variety of minority 
groups were invited to conduct brief- 
ings to describe human rights con- 
cems and their expectations of the 
human rights commission. 

Next on their agenda was to insti- 
tute a program so the public could 
voice their concerns. Public forums 
will be conducted semi-annually by 
the Human Rights Commission. The 
fii^ dne was bst November ahd the 
next foriini was held Wednesday 
evening. May 19 at 7 p.m. in City 
Council Chambers. This provides an 
opportunity for citizens to present 
issues involving human rights con- 
cerns affecting a segment of their 
community or one they feel has wide- 
spread effects. The purpose of this 

forum was fact-finding and to edu- 
cate the commission. The Human 
Rights Commission was established 
for you - use it If they don't hear 
from you, how will we know what 
your concerns are on human rights 
issues relating to housing, employ- 
ment, public accommodation, credit 
and education? 

Information and referral is the 
commission's third goal. Brochures 
describing the functions of the com- 
mission have been pubhshed and dis- 
tributed. The Human Rights programs 
coordinator is available to provide 
you information on the various agen- 
cies who are responsible for investi- 
gating your complaints.

24th Street Oceanf ront Park is a new gem

bled parking lot owned by John 
Rogers. One of the last pieces of 
undeveloped property on the 
oceanside of Atlantic Avenue, 
Rogers had announced plans to 
construct a Days Inn Motel on 
the 175- by 145-foot lot. Dis- 
turbed that the oceanview would 
be blocked by dozens of blocks of 
glass, brick and concrete hotels, 
motels and restaurants, filled only 
part of the year, a group of citi- 
zens urged the city of Virginia 
Beach to purchase the land from 
Rogers and develop it as a park. 

After months of discussion, 
city council allocated $1.8 mil- 
lion of the $2.4 million needed to 
purchase the land.The remaining 
$600,000 was raised by a group 
of 30 prominent Virginia Beach 
citizens named, appropriately The 
24th Street Oceanfront Commit- 
tee.

An original meml>er of the 
committee is Mrs. Alice Walker, 
a long-time Virginia Beach resi- 
dent now residing in Westmin- 
ster-Cantcbury on Shore Drive. 

"After the Coast Guard Mu- 
seum (now the Life-Saving Mu- 
seum) was moved. Admiral 
(Richard) Rumble was concerned 
that it was going to be the meat 
in a sandwich between two ho- 
tels," Walker said, "A lot of peo- 
ple were voicing their concerns 
that green q;Kice was needed along 
the oceanfront, but city council 
didn't give us much attention 
when we approached them about 
buying the Rogo^ land. But with 
an election coming up, and so 
many people backing us (the 
committee) up, council finally 
decided to purdiase the prc^rty." 

According to Walker, the com- 
mittee was able to coll«;t the 
$600,000 to complete the pur- 
chase in a little less than two 
years. 



"The committee has worked, 
really worked on this project. 
There were tea dances at the Cav- 
alier, T-shirts and bumper stick- 
ers were sold, and there were 
some major donations," Walker 
said. "One $150,000 donation 
was anonymous, and young Mr. 
Rogers even donated $150,000. 
So many people deserve so much 
credit It wasn't until the dedica- 
tion the other night that the 
names of the committee have all 
been made public. Isn't that a 
shame?," 

The 24th Street Oceuifront 
Park is part of the $93 million 
rcvitalization effort for the resort 
strip. 

"I think the whole place was a 
lot nic»- when nobody was down 
there," Walker said. "But times 
change. And the park with its 
trellises and the beauty of the 
stage, oeates a small haven that's 
needed there."

Beach Boulevard. 

As 9 p.m. approaches and a new shift reports in, she is 
now free to leave her temporary station. So she resumes her 
customary managerial duties, which, by the end of the 
evening will take her to the club's every nook and cranny. 

Throughout the evening, an Indianapolis-based progres- 
sive band, 15 Minutes, rocks to every part of the house. At 
Rogue's, progressive music is played on Thursdays and 
Sundays. On Fridays and Saturday nights, it's hot dance 
music. 

Kris worked her way up in the family of KMG clubs. 
Before coming to Rogue's, she had begun her career at the 
KMG sister club, Peabody's, at 21st and Pacific. At 
Rogue's, she started as a waitress, then rose, in quick suc- 
cession, to be the head waitress, assistant manager and later, 
general manager. 

Kris' calling card is the friends she has made on the way 
up, but equally important, she has won the respect of the 
staff, particularly during her tour as manager. 

This night, an observer on the scene wonders if she has 
tired from her labors behind the bar. "Not really," said Kris. 
But, she quickly confides that she is four months pregnant 
and has decided to take time off from "the business" to raise 
her baby. 

Kris faces a number of challenging and sometimes 
delicate supervisory responsibiUties, one of the most impor- 
tant of which is security.

"Many people characterize our security people as 
"bouncers," Kris said. "Tliat is the last thing we want any of 
them to be. Periiaps 99 percent of the time the club is open, 
there is no need whatsoever for any physical confrontation 
with anyone. So during^thoscTwriods, our security staff 
uses its time to greet our customers, while remaining alert 
for any possible incidents between them. They also work 
with the bartenders to identify intoxicated persons, who are 
then asked to leave the club for that night. Always with re- 
straint. But once in a while, regrettably, that is simply not 
possible. 

"It is totally against our business interests when anything 
gets out of control at the club," she continued. "Our security, 
staff attends sessions with police officers and lawyers to 
learn how to handle those infrequent situations when indi- 
viduals simply will not leave quietly. We also provide addi- 
tional ongoing training to our security staff. Those people 
who come to Rogue's know that we arc seeing to it that ev- 
eryone has a good tinw." 

Ramirez supervises a staff of 40. Her assistant manager is 
Chuck Hollowood; the head waitress is Carolyn Wise; and 
the head of security is Juan Rodriguez. All are Rogue's 
devotees whom Kris will miss most when she leaves. 

"We have been a good team," she said. She lives with 
husband, Anthony, in Virginia Beach. 

It is now 9:30 p.m., and Kris is moving even more 
quickly around the club, After six years in the club business, 
she easily acknowledges many of the patrons with warm 
embraces. One who hEd observed her bartending this night 
comments that "she was once the best bartender here. Now 
she's the manager!" 

But not for much longer. 

As the day moves closer to when she will be a mother for 
the first time, the transition at Rogues has aheady begun. 

Kris will be succeeded in August by Phil Decker, who has 
woriced in varying capacities at Peabody's and Rogue's over 
the past eight years. 

Phil is the son of attomncy Peter and Bess Decker, so he 
has had the benefit of growing up in an environment that in- 
cludes the law, entertainment and public service. Phil's fa- 
ther is a Norfolk attorney and entertainer. 

Like Kris, Phil will undoubtedly leave his own mark on 
Rogue's. 

But for the foreseeable future, the regulars at Rogue's will 
remember the young woman who has won the hearts of so 
many by being there for them so often.

Effective April 25. 1962, Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy extended eligi- 
bility to "any civilian national of the 
United States who, while serving 
under competent authority in any 
capacity with an armed force ... has 
been, or may hereafter be wounded." 

PresidentRonaldReagan amended, 
this order to include those wounded 
or killed as a result of an "interna- 
tional terrorist attack." No doubt this 
was done in wder to recognize the 
sacrifice of those Marines killed in 
1983 in the terrorist bombing of their 
barracks in Bemit.

Order of the Purple Heart, anyone 
who is eligible may telephone Lyie 
L. Cocoran, Jr. (499-3761), historian 
of the Michael E. Hopkins Chapter.

Access to dental services - 
in terms of cost, transporta- 
tion and awareness - may be 
an even worse problem for 
older people who are dis- 
abled, poor or part of an un- 
derserved minority. 

These problems are of spe- 
cial concern since older people 



Feet don't get the care they deserve 



It is astonishing how care- 
less many people are about the 
protection of their feet. In the 
young, when the blood sup- 
ply is active, the problems are 
not nearly as severe as they 
are in the elderly. When arte- 
riosclerotic changes begin in 
the arteries of the legs and the 
feet, particular care is impera- 
tive. 

When Ac blood vessels are 
normal and do not have cal- 
cium plaques within them, 
they are elastic and bring 
blood and oxygen to the tini- 
est blood vessels at the tips of 
the feet. Injury or infection is 
easily controlled. 

In the elderly, however, the 
blood supply is diminished 
because of the narrowing of 
the arteries. A cut, a bruise, or 
an infection of the foot may 
become complicated because 
there is not sufficient blood 



and oxygen in the areas of 
these tissues. 

For the elderly, therefore, 
the care of the feet is particu- 
larly important. People with 
diabetes and chronic circula- 
tory problems must keep their 
feet in a constant state of 
cleanliness. Washing them 
with a mild soap and thor- 
oughly drying them can keep 
the skin from becoming irri- 
tated and open to infection. 
Gentle lotions help to keep the 
toes and feet soft and lubri- 
cated. Tight supporting hose 
should not be worn unless 
specifically prescribed by a 
doctor. 

Fungus infections and ath- 
lete's foot are common in the 
elderly, even though the vic- 
tims are not necessarily active 
in sports. These infections 
must be controlled with spe- 
cial drugs and powders so that

Tobacco further constricts 
the blood vessels and should 
be scrupulously avoided. 
Many ulcers of the toes and 
feet fail to heal because of the 
spasm caused by tobacco.

Cutting 
down in the comers is a dan- 
gerous procedure. Corns and 
calluses on the toes, heels and 
bottom of the feet should

Well-fitting shoes made of a 
soft, light leather can prevent 
blisters, corns, infections and 
complications. Rubbing the 
feet occasionally with lanolin 
or cocoa butter keeps them 
soft and prevents cracking of 
the skin.

Using a sink-mounted, food 
waste disposer is not only a home 
convenience, it actually improves 
sanitation and is environmentally 
responsible, according to indepen- 
dent research. 

Across the United States, dis- 
posers are being used by 51 percent 
of all households as a means for 
discarding kitchen food waste. In 
fact, more than 90 U.S. communi- 
ties, including major metropolitan 
areas such as Los Angeles, Denver 
and Detroit, now require disposers 
in all new dwellings. 

As a result, food waste is a de- 
clining portion of the garbage that 
goes into landfills. A 1992 EPA 
report noted that food waste ac- 
counted for 8.5 percent of all dis- 
carded waste, down firom 15 percent 
in 1960. "This can be attributed to 
more use of garbage disposers, 
which send food wastes to the sewer 
system rather than municipal solid 
waste facilities," stated the report 

"When food waste is ground in a 
disposer, it is reduced to minute, 
silt-like particles that are carried 
away to a municipal sewer or home 
septic tank system," added Larry 
Dore, senior vice president of a 
leading disposer manufacturer. "So 
food waste doesn't need to be 
bagged and hauled away. 
Meanwhile, it doesn't decay, give 
off foul odors, attract insects or rats 
or serve as a breeding ground for 
bacteria." 
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In municipal sewer systems, food waste reaches a sewage treatment plant where it is pro- 
cessed Into sludge with other organic waste. Today, many municipalities are "recycling" 
sludge into useful forms of fertilizer and ground conditioner for agriculture and commercial 
businesses. Food waste disposers require only minimal water and electricity for operation. 



Food waste ground by 

a disposer remains within the con- 
trolled environment of a sewer sys- 
tem or septic tank, which prevents 
it from contaminating soil and 
ground water. Food wastes discarded 
with other trash that goes into land- 
fills can adversely affect the decom- 
position process, because it breaks 
down into a very strong acid that is 
potent enough to decompose metals 
and other materials in the landfill. 
This acid can seep into (and dam- 
age) the nearby soil and v/ata table, 
contaminating wells and other water 
sources.

Food waste disposers require only

In homes that have disposers, the 
appliances account for less than 
three percent of overall water use 
each day. And a home disposer uses 
about 1.5 kilowatt-hours of electric- 
ity per year, which is less than the

Cultivate out weeds before applying organic mulches

Mulching is a practice adaptable 
to nearly all home gardens. To 
mulch is simply to cover the soil 
around plants with a protective ma- 
terial. 

Organic mulches add nutrients 
and humus to the soil as they de- 
compose, improving its tilth and 
moisture-holding capacity. Most 
organic mulches should be ^plied 
after plants are well established (4 
to 6 inches tall). Cultivate out all 
weeds before spreading the mulch 
evenly over the bare soil between 
the plants. 

Apply organic mulches when 
there is reasonably good soil mois- 
ture and before the weather turns 
hot. Infiltration of rain water will 
be slowed somewhat by a mulch, 
so it is best not to mulch over dry 
soil. Water thoroughly or wait for a 
soaking rainfall heface ^plying any 
mulch. 

Purpose, availability, cost and 
final appearance of a mulch are the 
determining factors in choosing the 
type to use. The more commonly 
used mulches are evaluated betow. 

Sawdust: A 2-inch layer of 
sawdust provides good weed con- 
trol. If applied around growing 
plants, add i pound of actual nitro- 
gen per 10 cubic feet of sawdust to 
prevent nuuient deficiencies. Fresh 
sawdust contains a great deal of car- 
bon and very little nitrogen and its 
breakdown requires that microo-gan- 
isms take nitrogen from the soil. 

TTiere is a problem with crusting 
of fresh sawdust, with resulting 
impermeability of rainfall. Sawdust 
is best used for garden paths and 
around permanent plantings. 
Readily available firom sawmills, it 
tends to be inexpensive. 

Bark and wood chips: A 2- 
lo 3-inch layer of bark provictes 
good weed control, is slow to de- 
compose, and will stay in place.

bark chips. Bark chips can be pur- 
chased in large bags at retail stCH^. 
These make a very attractive mulch 
and are especially recommended for 
mulching around trees and dvubs. 

Hay and straw: A 6- to 8-inch 
layer of hay or straw provides good 
annual weed control. These materi- 
als decompose quickly and must be 
replenished to keep down weeds. 
They stay in place and improve the 
soil as they decay. Avoid hat that is 
full of weed seed and brambles. 
Fredi legume hay, such as alfalfa, 
supplies nitrogen as it breaks down. 
Hay and straw are readily available 
in rural areas, but city dwellers may 
not be able to obtain hay. Straw 
can be purchased at most gardoi 
centers, often commanding 'a high 
price. Both are recommended for 
vegetable and fruit plantinp. 

Peanut hulls: A 2- to 3-inch 
layer of peanut hulls provides weed 
control and nutrients as they decay. 
They are readily available in this 
area. A havier mulch such as rotted 
hay or sd^w, can be used on top to 
hold down the hulls if desired. 

Piae needles: Baled pine nee- 
dles also are found in garden cen- 
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ters. They make an excellent mulch 
arouiul shrubs, trees and in other ar- 
eas when a long-lasting mulch is 
desired. Readily available. 

, Grass clippittip; A 2-iBch 
layer of grass clippings provides 
good weed control. Build up the 
layer gradually, using dry grass. A 
thick layer of green grass gives off 
excessive heat and foul odors rather 
than decomposing. However, in 
limited quantity, clippings decom- 
pose rapidly and provide an extra 
dose of nitrogen to growing plants, 
as well as making fine humus. 
Avoid crabgrass and grass full of 
seed heads. 

Also, do not use clippings from

Leaves: A layer of leaves, 2 to 
3 inches thick aita compaction.

Peat moss: A 2- to 3-inch 
layer of peat moss gives fair to. 

However, peat 
tends to form a crust if used in lay- 
ers thick enough to hold down 
weeds. It is very difficult to wet and 
tends to blow away if applied dry. 
Peat also is a relatively expensive 
mulching material. 

Compost: A 2- to 3-inch layer 
of compost is a fair weed control. 
Most compost, however, jnovides a 
good site for weed seeds to grow. It 
is probably better used by incorpo- 
rating into the soil. A layer of 
compost can be used on overwinter- 
ing beds of perennials, such as as- 
paragus or berries, to provide nutri- 
ents and help protect plant crowns.

There is no inspection required for drilling a well. The consumer must, 
first. (4>tain a permit from the city to drill and use a personal well water 
supply. This can be done by taking a copy of the physical survey of your 
property to the permit issu». Ask your city officials about restrictions that 
might disqualify your drilling site. 

If your drilling site does qualify fw well installation, research a number 
of well-drilling companies. Call the BBB in your area for a Member 
Referral List-and Reliability Reports on your choice of companies. Don't 
be afraid to bargain shop. Depending on ground conditions, drilling a well 
can cost from $600 to $2,000. 

After you have narrowed your decision to the drilling company of your 
choice, become familiar with its services. Make sure you understand the 
contract terms before signing. Rememba. a reputable drilling company 
will provide any warranties in writing, any registration numbers and 
written estimates before the drilling is done.

Personally, said Faucette, he 
would have difficulty having chil- 
dren in schools in the summer, 
pardy ba:aiKe of the iiK:rrase traffic 
in the resort city in Uie summer ami 
because "people in America don't 
like it." 



Councilmember Robert K. Dean 
pointed out that England has year- 
round schools and that the premises 
from which summer vacation 
sprang originated with fanning. The 
idea, he said, was to free the chil- 
dren to work on the farm. With 
farming so mechanized now, he 
said, that reasoning (^sn't hold 
true. "Are we going to have to 
build more monstrocities ... or 
utilize year-round schools?" Dean 
added that he understood that a re- 
luctance to adopt a year-round sys- 
tem is because of tourism. 

Faucette said that the system 
would present real problems, espe- 
cially when diffa^ent children in the 
same family are at different schools 
and are on vacation ai different 
times. He said that Nev^la has es- 
tablished year-round .schools in 
some communities where the peo- 
ple have wanted them. He said that 
it would be his recommendation to 
figure out ways to make the system

When the committioneri of the 
Chesapeake Redevelopment and Housing 
Authority went into executive session 
Tuesday, August 10 at around 3 p.m., two 
men held administrative posts as executive 
director for the Authority. When the execu- 
tive session ended about 4:30 p.m., and 
the press and public were allowed into the 
Authority's conference room, one of those 
mat was out of a job and the other with a 
job but no pay or benefits. 

James Guiganus in a uiuniinoai vote of 
the commissioner's was immediately 
placed on administrative leave until his 
retirement August 20. H. SctM Hardison, 
hired as interim executive director July 7, 
will continue his job as interim executive 
director without compensation until a 
permanent replacement can be found. 
Commissioner Harry D. Powell was the 
lone dissenter, voting no to Hardison's 
remaining with the Authority. ^ 

Powell, in a motion before the 
Authority's board, proposed that Hardison 
be suspended from his position effective 
August 13 at S p.m. The motion lost when 
no other commissioner would second 
Powell's proposal. 

In an interview Tuesday moming at The 
Chesapeake Post office, Powell was 
adamant that Hardison needed to be fired 
inmiedialely. Even if the authority is left 
with no executive leadership, "Hardison's 
got to go. We've got no choice about it. 
He's got to go. He's got ,to go now," 
Powell said. Prior to the start of the meet- 
ing, Powell standing in the lobby of the 
Authority's office gestured to Hardison, 
"We gotta have him out." 

Powell was critical of The Virginian - 
Pilot and Ledger-Star' s handling of 
Chesapeake ReMvelopment and Housing 
Authority. 

"The virginian-PUot has never lotted 
at any good we've done. As far as I'm con ■ 
cemed it's yellow journalism. We don't 
need that kind of mentality or that kind of 
reporting in our city. What we need is bal - 
anced reporting," !\>well said. 

However, after reading a Virginian- 
Pilot paragraph calling for the commis- 
sioner's sacking if they do not "convince 
the council of Aeir competence . .. to re- 
store public confidence, Powell's reaction 
again was, "Hardison's got to go." 

Hardison, however, said he will remain 
with the authority undl a permanent, paid 
executive director is hired. 

"I have a responsibility to the citizens 
of Cheupeake, especially the dtizois that 
Redevelopment works hard to provide af- 



fordable and decent houiing for. At this 
time I have no plans to leave until a direc- 
tor is found," Hardison said. 

The authority voted 

unanimously to be^n a search for an 
executive director with a 90-day deadline 
for accepting applications effective 
immediately. They plan to advertise for 
the position nationally. 

Prior to the vote allowing him to re- 
main as interim director without pay, 
Hirdiion iiid, "if I bccune fiiU-iime execu- 
tive director, it must l>e clear I can't ipend 
all my time fighting city hall. City hall 
needs to realize we (the authority) want to 
get on with the business of housing peo- 

The commiiiioners also voted to in- 
struct Hardison to immediately complete 
an application for a $521,536 
Comprehensive Grant Proposal, which 
Gurganus had failed to process before a 
HUD deadline; forward to the common- 
wealth's attCmey all information regard- 
ing an alleged theft of $1,200 in down- 
payment money to ihe authoritv for five- 
interest homes; inUruct the authority's at- 
torney, John A. Zydron, to make available 
to the dty attorney's office all records re- 
quested by that office; and the authority 
will take under consideration the Annual 
Contributions Contract with HUD regard- 
ing a retainer contract the authority has 
with Zydron. Powell was the long dis- 
senter to the last motion. 

In a letter Zydron's office sent to Jan 
Proctor, asiittant city attorney for 
Chesapeake on August 9. regarding her 
office's request for information ask«l for 
by city council in council action August 6, 
he states "the rapid pace of the (Norfolk) 
newspapen criticism has not allowed in 
opponunity for the Board of Chesapeake 
Redevelopment and Housing Authority to 
properly and completely investigate the 
situation (records request for CRHA, 
Southern Terrace, Inc., Chesapeake 
Housing Corporation and any other entity 
CRHA has an interest in) and, accordingly, 
was not able to provide the voluminous in- 
formation immediately as you demanded. 



As you know, under the Freedom of 
bfonnation Act we have five (5) full days 
to respond to your request but was not 
given that opportunity." 

The CRHA'i attorney 

maintains the board will cooperate to the 
fullest in responding to subpoena issues 
by the Chesapeake District Court, at the 
request of the city attomey's office, at the 
direction of a unanimous vote of the city 
council is "without legal basis and up<m 
improper grounds and done with no notice 
or opportunity for Chesapeake 
Redevelopment and Housing Authority to 
respond." 

According to Hardison, the information 
in the records at authority have never been 
kept from city council, "they just never 
asked for them." 

The continuing debate over whether 
Hardison's hiring as interim director is a 
conflict of interest, remains even more 
muddy. 

An August 2 letter received by 
Authority chairman Curtis L. Grandy from 
Mary Ann E.G. Wilson, manager of HUD's 
Richmond office is not clear on whether 
HUD considers Hardison's hiring as a

Portsmouth's Brewer Moore attacks The Virginian-Pilot

"The Virginian-PilotlLedger-Star uts 
there like the Sphinx and does nothing, 
absolutely nothing, to report about the 
closed door shenanigans going on in the 
city of Portsmouth. Those newspapers 
are doing an incredible, disservice to tte 
citizens of Portsmouth," said J. Brewer 
Moore, one-time planning director for 
the city and now something of the pea 
imder the dty halt mattress. 

"All Frank Batten, Jr., wants i> for Ida 
Kay Jordan to be a dieerleader for the 
dty." Batten is the Norfolk-based news- 
paper's publisher. 

Moore is a no-h<rids-barrcd critic of 
the news coverage given to Portamouth 
by the Norfolk newspaper. And he's un- 
abashedly outspoken in his remarks 
about the administration of the city's 
government. 

"If there isn't a political machine al- 
ready operating in Portimouth, then 
somebody in the center seat of coundl 
chaml>ers is trying to create one. And 
The Virginian-Pilol/Ledger-Star couldn't 
caie less," Moore said. 

The center seat at l|)e coundl dias is 
designated use by the mayor. Mayor 
Glona Webb refused to comment on 




Moore's allegatioas ot statements. 

Moore admits he has an personal 
agenda for the city, but one different 
from dty council's or the dty manager's 
office. 

"My agenda is for reform. It's that 
simple. I want people to come out ham 
behind dosed (k)ors and start liiiaang to 
the dtizens before anymore deab are 
made nd decisicsii are dcme," Mo<hc 
laid.

Besides the pension plan repayments 
and dty manager, Wayne V. Orton's hir- 
ing of Trad Smith as public information 
director for the dty, Moore also chides 
The Virginian-Pilot and Ledger-Star for 
not investigating the Portsmouth Rede- 
velopment and Housing Authority's loan 
from Commerce Bank. 

"After Alec Klein and Toni Whitt, 
(reponen for the Norfolk newspapers) 
about ferreted out information about what 
I coniider a definite conflict-of-interest 
regarding the loan Robinette's bank 
made available to PRHA for completing 
the King's Crossing nightmare, why 
hasn't something appeared editorially or 
even a news aitide about this back room 
dealing?

Federal money attracts

Much is being whiten in The Vir- 
ginian-Pilot about Chesqieake City 
Council'sdifrerHiceswiditheOKsa- 
peake Housing and Redevdc^mient 
Authority, and the authwity 's differ- 
ences with the 
U.S. Depart- 
ment of Ifous- 
ing and Utbm 
Development 
(HUD). 

The prob- 
lems that exist 
between the au- 
thority and 
council will 
eventually be 
resolved in a 
court of law. It's 
inconceivable 
that such com- 
plex problems 
can be solved 
with just one 
public hearing. 

But enough about that; let's talk 
about HUD. 

Several years ago Congressman 
Tom Lantos held public hearings 
c(M)ceming the corruption that ck- 
isted at HUD.

In the fall of 1991 , 1 requested the 
Department of Public Works, High- 
way Division, to explore the possi- 
bility of developing a program solic- 
iting volunteers for the removal of 
litter and debris from various canals 
and waterways 
throughait the 
city. The idea 
evolved from 
discussions 
with my good 
friend, Ms. 
Lilly Gilbert, 
of Wild River 
Outfitters. 

Together we 
envisioned a 
scenic water- 
way system to 
showcase 
some of our 
city's most 
prized natural 

assets. The 

Highway Divi- 
sion responded by researching and 
proposing the implementation of an 
"Adopt- A- Waterway" program. The 
Adopt- A- Waterway program was de- 
veloped to encourage citizens to take 
an active role in helping to keep wa- 
twways free of litter and debris. Indi- 
viduals or organizations agree to re- 
move litter and debris on selected 
waterways for a period of two years. 
Tlie city furnishes training materials 
and supplies and arranges for pickup 
of the debris. To recognize the volun- 
teers' efforts, a sign indicating the 
name of the adopting group is posted 
at bridge crossings or other promi- 
nent locations along the waterway. 

The program was first promoted at 
our December 1991 meeting of the 
Clean Community Commission. 
Press releases and a publicity pro- 
gram soon followed, and we were 
underway! 

A few weeks later, two groups 
applied to "adopt" waterways. The 
U.S. Coast Guard agreed to adopt 
Lake Holly South and Wild River 
Outfitters chose West Neck Creek, 
from North Lynnhaven Parkway to 
WestNeck Bridge. On April 25, 1992, 
these groups conducted the firstclean- 
ups under the "Adopt-A- Waterway" 
program.

Profiieof a "typical" teacher

be next year?" 

I was telling Caitlin how hard 
school will be now that he's going to

You can make 
an educated 
guess about the 
kind of person 
the new teacher

of the Virginia 
Public School Teacher survey that 
has been conducted by the Virginia 
Education Association (VEA) every 
five years since 1981. Itis Virginia's 
best benchmark on any changes tak- 
ing place in the teaching profession. 
The spring 1991 survey was sent to 
1,200 of the state's approximately 
66,000 public school teachers. Vir-

ginia Beach teachers were included 
in the survey. 

A random sample of respondents 
was selected so that inferences could 
be made about the population from 
which they were drawn. The sample 
size was selected so that the response 
would be highly reliable estimates of 
the status of all Virginia public school 
teachers; that is, at a 90 percent con- 
fidence level, any sample percentage 
reflects the population percentage 
within three percentage points on ei- 
ther side of the sample percentage. 

The profile shows the 

typical Virginia teacher is a 4 1 -year- , 
old woman who has a bachelra-'s de- 
gree, has been teaching for 14 years, 
and makes just under $30,500 a year. 
Her contract requires her to spend 
just over seven hours a day at school, 
but she puts in an additional 1 2 hours 
a week on school-related activities 
for a total work week of nearly 47 
hours. She also has 4.7 more days in 
her annual contract for inservice and 
orientation activities than her national 
counterpart (10 days compared to 5.3 
days). 

She earned three semester hours of 
college credit in the last three years, 
spending more than $500 of her own

"If you very, very poor, must 
work very hard. I had place to 
stay and something to eat. It was 
good. I make 100 a month to 
keep for myself." 

For seven years, Theresita said 
she worked different jobs in dif- 
ferent houses and for very little 
money to call her own. Until she 
took a chance to work for a small 
shop owner, a dressmaker. 

"I learn to sew and I become 
very good," Theresita said. "I be- 
came a little success as dress- 
maker. Then I have another cal- 
vary." 

Calling herself vubierable and 
lonely she said she responded to 
the first man to pay any attention 
to her. "Seem to be good thing in 
my life. But no good," Thercsila 
said. Physically abusive and al- 
coholic, the man whom Theresita 
will not name, began a fiersome 
relaticmship, which lasted five, 
maybe six years, producing four 
children.

Each 
time this happens, Theresa tell 
me to spend more time in prayer 
and to devote myself to the 
Blessed Virgin ihe modier of our 
Lord.

Word of Theresita's visions 
and her unexplained ability to 
heal the sick spread beyond the 
New Jerusalem community, and 
at least one American, Anthony 
Rodriguez, stationed at Subic Bay 
with the U.S. Navy, reluctandy, 
he said, visited the site. 

"1 was real skeptical at first. 
I'm very wary of anything that 
looks like it might be a cult," 
Anthony said. "I was b^tized a 
Catholic, but had gotten away 
from it and spent a long time as a 
Lutheran," he said, with an accent 
defining his New York City 
roots. 

"But I went to Sacrifice 
Valley. Something just drew me 
there. 1 heard the stories about 
Theresita and decided to find out 
if Uiey were true." 

Before long, Theresita and 
Anthony were introduced to ea;h 
other by mutual friends, both 
admitting their initial attraction 
was for spiritual soul mates. 
"Soon Uiough we grew to love 
each other very deeply," Anthony 
said. 

Theresita and Anthony were 
married in 1986 and came to the 
U.S. two years ago on a Navy 
tranter. 

A nearly exclusive 

audience of Filipinos have 
been congregating at the 
Rodriguez home during these two 
years for prayer meetings, the 
Cattolic Mass Novenas and heal- 
ing services.

God for all my sins. This same 
thing I tell people who come 
here. If they seek divine healing, 
they must pray, they must ask 
forgiveness. If it is God's will 
they will be healed," Theresita 
explains. 

"But if you not repent your 
sins, healing cannot happen." 

Among the illnesses Theresita 
claims to have cured through her 
divine interventions, are high 
blood pressure, cancer, which she 
says comes from blood disorders, 
paralysis due to strokes and mi- 
graine headaches. 

Theresita says her "gift" isn't 
limited to physical problems, but 
also involves emotiraial healings. 
"I counsel people with marriage 
problems, and drey are happy. 
But it isn't my mouth talking, it 
is the Holy Spirit." 

In the back yard of 

the Rodriguez hcune is white ce- 
ment grotto, about six feet tall.

Theresita and Anthony both 
eq)ouse a bdief that humanity is 
Uving in the endtimes, aiKi aie 



awaiting a near-imminent return 
of Jesus Christ to earth. "This 
.mission very important," 
Theresita said, because it is what 
God wants, and it can lead many 
people to Him before the world 
ends. 

"Some people not happy with 
us. Say we are a new church. But 
we not split from the Roman 
Catholic Church. No, no," 
Theresita sdd.

wouldn't t)ecome teachers. Nation- 
ally, only 22 percent of teachers agree. 

Virginia teachers are younger and 
have fewer years of experience than 
their counterparts across the nation. 
Nationally, the average teacher is a 
year older and has been in the class- 
room for one year longer. 

Salaries of Virginia teachers sur- 
veyed ranged from less than $20,000 
( 1 .8 percent of teachers) to more than 
$50,000 (2.6 percent of teachers), 
with the averagecontractsalary com- 
ing in at $30,487. That's $1,303 less 
than the national average of $3 1 ,790. 
(The latest estimates for 1992-93 
show a gap of $2,776 between the 
average salary ($32,567) of Virginia 
teachers and the national average sal- 
ary ($35,343). 



The Status of the Virginia Public 
School Teacher survey disclosed 
these additional facts: 

O Virginia's teachers are the best 
educated in the history of the Com- 
monwealth. Currently, 43 percent of 
Virginia's teachers have earned a 
master's degree or Ph.D. 

O Most are married women (81 
percent female, 70 percent married), 
and the majority (56 percent) say 
they earn more than half their family 
•income. 

O The Commonwealth has fewer 
male teachers than the national aver- 
age and moK. ethnic mincHities. Na- 
tionally, eight percent of teachers are 
black and 28 percent are male. Vir- 
ginia teachers are 14 percent black 
and 20 percent male. 

O The average Virginia teacher 
has only 28 minutes to eat lunch and

The article specif- 
ically cited compilative costs for X- 
rays, blood teas mid electnx^dio- 
grmns. 

"I guess the figures accurately re- 
f1&:t tho^ ihi^ iiKlicata^. They did 
for Chesape^e General. Howevo-, 
the graph was incOTipi^e aid mis- 
leading in not comparing all "20 in- 
dicators," he ^id. 



Some of those other indicators, 
Cromwell said, include private 
roan charges; cost for the first half- 
hour of surgery, diagnostic D and 
C, and hysterectomies. 

"If you loc* across the range, 
Chesapeake General appears to be 
one of the most costly of the hospi- 
tals listed. When, in fact, we rank 
in the middle of the dustor of h(»- 
pi^s in the r^on." 

The Virginia Health 

Services Cost Review Council 
receiuly repcHled that the 1993 aver- 
age one-day stay in a Hampton 
R(»ds h(^ital rose 19 percoit ova 
1992 costs. The average per diem 
cost is approximately $1,380. 

At Chesapeake General, per dwm 
costs are slightly Iowa- tfian the k>- 
cal average, $1,372, acc<»ding to 
Cromwell. 

"Pa diem charges aiKl ail the fac- 
tors included in cfelermining iK^i-

such as rape, murder, robbery and 
other lesser violations; a state that 
spends taxpayer's money to change 
the logo on National Guard planes 
because it reminds some special in- 
terest group of the past. 

This same state spends millicms 
forevery cause that can be conceived, 
but this one lone pitiful man is denied

Gewge D. Duvall, Allison Faucetle, 
Michael F. Gelardi, Dr. N. Turner 
Gray, Peter J. Gualeni, Dr. John J.

The program's purpose is to pro- 
mote community safely and welfare, 
and to lessen the burdens on the city 
government by assisting the police 
department in the apprehension and 
conviction of criminals, by making 
funds available for payment of re- 
wards. Crime Solvers does this by 
motivating members in the commu- 
nity to cooperate with the police de- 
partment, thus developing a citizenry 
against crime. 

Crime Solvers adver- 
tises and pays cash rewards up to 
$1,000 and offers anonymity to any 
citizens who provides information 
that leads to an airest or the recovery 
of stolen property or illegal narcot- 
ics. CallCTS can contact the "hotline" 
24 hours a day without fear of being 
traced or recorded. The program is 
non-profit, and is funded tluough pub- 
lic, lax-deductible donations from the 
citizens and local businesses in Vir- 
ginia Beach. Over $192,000 has been 
approved for reward payment since 
1982. 

Virginia Beach Crime Solvers' goal 
of becoming a successful program 
have been acclaimed internationally 
year after year. In 1983 Virginia 
Beach Crime Solvers was the recipi- 
ent of the Liberty Bell award, given 
annually by the Virginia Beach Bar 
Association for outstanding achieve- 
ments in the field of criminal justice. 
For the last eight out of nine years, 
Virginia Beach Crime Solvers has 
been awarded the iH'oductivity award 
(for the most cases solved) in cities 
having populations of 300,000 to 
600.000 by Crime Stoppers Interna- 
tional, the parent organization, with 
over 950 programs worldwide. 

With the combined efforts of the 
citizens, the media and the police 
department, the program has assisted 
in solving 7,120 crimes; arrested 
3,291 people; recovered $7,880,835 
worth of stolen property and illegal 
narcotics. Of those cases prosecuted 
in coiut Crime Solvers holds an out- 
standing 98 percent conviction rate. 

The Crime Solvers program is 
available for presentations and inccff- 
pcxates tfie Neighborhood Watch into 
its activities by installing Crime 
Solver signs in qualifying Neighbor- 
hood Watch communities.

I've met see Mr. Hiunphieys ac- 
tions for what they are. I could 
probably find dirt on Bob 
Hunplueys, but I'm not interested 
.in that. I'll win the campaign over 
issues that concern the citizens of 
Virpnia Beach." 

Humphreys says the wiretapping 
issue is over. "Tlie special prosecu- 
tor, a member of my opponents' 
political party, has deci^ not to 
bring charges against my opponent, 
his client or the private investiga- 
tor. I don't know on what basis he 
made his decision," Humphreys 
said, "because he has refused to dis- 
cuss his reasons. But since it was 
his call to make, I regard the matta 
as now closed." 

The campaign battle 
lines Maicari has drawn appear to 
focus on what he sees as a disregard 
for crime victims. 



"Bob Humphreys likes to be in 
front of cameras, so he takes all the 
high publicity cases. But as com- 
monwealth attorney I will give 
equal attention and effort on all 
cases," Marcari said. "I will place 
an attorney in General District 
Court to prosecute DUI's and other 
misdemeanors like dead-beat parents 
who won't pay child support, for 
example. Crimes of these natures 
affect every citizens taxes. All the 
citizens of Virginia Beach should be 
served by this office." 

Humphreys points to his accom- 
plishments over the past four years 
in the commonwealth attorney's of- 
fice as reasons he should be re- 
elected

Unfortunately, Humphreys said 
the case didn't get good press cover- 
age by The Virginian-Pilot and 
Ledger-Star. "The Chuck Robb case 
was going on at th^same time and 
the press coveted that and not us." 

There have been high profile 
murder cases in Virginia Beach, 
Humphreys said, but it's the high 
conviction rates his office has pro- 
duced over the past four years which 
voters in Virginia Beach should be 
especially satisfied with. 

"Of the approximately 29,000 
cases this office has prosecuted only 
610 were non-convictions," 
Humphreys said. "That's a convic- 
tion rate of 96 percent. The credit 
isn't mine though. I have a great 
staff that makes me look good." 

There is a shared commonality 
between Marcari and Humphreys. 
The people. 

"I can make a difference in peo- 
ple's lives by being an attorney," 
Marcari said, "as a litigator I have 
opportunities every day to assist 
people. That's the reason I've cho- 
sen to enter this race.

say. I want to give something 

back." 

For someone averaging 60 phone 
calls a day and responsible for bal- 
ancing a $2.5, million budget. 
Humphreys says he's invigorated 
by the demands of his office. 

"When 1 speak at schools or to 
civic groups I see the faces of the 
pwple who are my clients. It's the 
people I serve and I really enjoy 
that," Humphreys said. "I believe 
the people recognize my enthusi- 
asm and dedication. Iliose are the 

factors the election will boil down 
to. That and my experience. There's 
no substitute for experience, the 
kind of experience Mr. Marcari does 
not have. I don't Uiink he's handled 
any homicides or capital murder 
cases." 

Marcari may have one intangible 
advantage over Humphreys. 
Hollywood's made a movie about 
him "A Few Good Men" where ac- 
tor Tom Cruise portrayed Marcari's 
real-life defense of Marines accused 
of murdering a fellow Marine. 

"There were liberties taken by the 
screenwriters, but I doubt the movie 
will be a hot topic during the cam- 
paign." 

Who will win the November 
election? Both men were emphatic 
and quick with their response. 

"That's the plan," Humphreys 
said. 

"Yes, no doubt about it," Marcari 
said.

"After I heard Mr. Perot that first 
time on Donahue, I called his 
Dallas headquarters at least 10 times 
trying to find a local group or indi- 
vidual in Virginia associated with 
his group.

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Attorneys attack Virginian-Pilot 
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Shuttleworth said, "and extremely 
unfair to Karen and her family. It 
was nothing more than a rehaki of 
an extremely tragic event. It com- 
pletely i^wred what Karen was able 
to accomplish during her incarcera- 
tion." Shuttleworth and Morecock 
were Diehl's defense attcHneys in 
1987. 

According to Shuttleworth. Diehl 
was somediing of a model prisoner 
at Goochland, tutoring other in- 
mates preparing for their GED's, 
and furthering her own education. 

"She was even a trustee," 
Shuttleworth said, adding he 

was speaking also for his partner,

That's the way tho^ papers do 
things," Shuttleworth said. 

"When Karen was the darling of 
the media she was never as good as 
she was portrayed to be. And when 
Andrew died she was nevo- as bad as 
she was portrayed to be. 

Shuttleworth said he's not trying 
to diminish the situation." 

"I'm certainly not making any 
excuses for what happened. But 
i 



Hospital dissects Virginian-Pilot article 
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ever get down to the CPI. There are 
too many variables," Cromwell 
said. "And the article spoke about 
all health care costs. That includes 
much more than just hospital infla- 
tion rates." They can include, 
Cromwell said, private physician's 
office costs, salaries of hospital 
employees, clinics, etc. 

Cost increases, Cromwell said, 
often cannot be controlled by even 
the most cost-effective practices of 
the best financial management team 
a hospital can assemble. 

"Let me give you a couple of ex- 
amples. X-ray requires a great 
amount of silver. Disposable items 
such as gloves and masks are made 
of petroleum-based products. I don't 
know of any hospital capable of 
conU'olling the costs of silver or 
petroleum markets," Cromwell 
said. 

The news article's 

handling of the multiplicity of 
very expensive and highly techno- 
logical machinery and equipment, 
specifically MRI's, or magnetic 
resonance imaging devices, cited in 
the article, was also provoking to 
Cromwell. 

'To make a statement 'Hampton 
Roads has at least 12 magnetic res- 
onance imaging machines, more 
than in all of Canada, and each 
must be used and maintained to 
generate revenue for hospitals' is 
misleading and incomplete report- 
ing," Cromwell said. "If a hospital 
does not provide a standard of care 
equal to other hospitals within the 
same community, that hospital 
might be guilty of malpractice. 
"For example, someone is seriously 
injured in an auto accident and is 
brought to a hospital's emergency 
room. They need to be scanned by 
an MRI. but the hospital isn't 
equipped with one. So the patient is 
transferred to another hospital, 
within the same community, that 
has an MRI. But the patient dies on 
the way. The first question the fam- 
ily will ask is, 'why couldn't hos- 
jntal 'A' save my family member's 
life?' Why didn't it have all the 
tools necessary to do its job?" 
Cromwell said. 

"I also have strong objection to 
the statement, 'hospitals only pur- 
chase advanced technological 
equipment to generate revenues.' 
Chesapeake General is a not-for- 
profit hospital, as are probably all 
the hospitals in the region. Any 
'profits' made at the end of the fis- 
cal year are poured back into each 
institution. 'Profits* don't go into 
anyone's pockets." 

Also contributing to the escalat- 
ing of hospital costs, according to 
Cromwell, are litigious actions 
against hospitals and physicians, 
insurance companies and Medicare, 
and what he calls society and envi- 
ronmental change. 

"I call it the 'Friday night pay- 
check syndrome' ... the guy or gal 
irresponsible enough to drink and 
drive." Cromwell said. "They show 
up in the ER, often without insur- 
ance, and receive state-of-tlw-art 
treatment. Most people are very 
conscious of their and oth«'s health 
and do rtot put themsdves in com- 
promising positions. 

"And of course there's HIV. 
Every patient who comes into the 
ER is tnated as though they are 
HIV ptKitivc," Cromwell said. A 
I^yaciui, nivse ot technician can't 
know which patient may be infected 
with AIDS. Tlwy'rc much too busy 
treating the patient. Precautia»aTy 
practices by htwpital aaffs are ex- 
I»nsive. Gloves and m^cs alone 
cost thousands and thcmsamis of 
doUars." 

In responding to CnMnwcll's 
statemenu. Tom Holden, staff 
wto for The VirginiaH-PUot ani 
The IMger-Susr. who Rfiofted the 



hospitals' costs increase story, said, 
"What's really disturbing is the cost 
of health care. The story was 
intended to show in a general way 
the increased costs of health care to 
everyone. It was not intended to be 
a complete accounting of each 
hospitd's costs. Some hospitals 
are discouraged by such rqxxts." 

"It's important to remember. 
Medicare patients are often sicker 
and are hospitalized longer than our 
other patients," Cromwell said. 

"One thing I'm CCTtain of, hospi- 
tal costs will continue to increase 
and those cost increases will never 
get out of the limelight." 



Karen is a human being who has 
made a terrible mistake and has now 
paid her debt," Shuttleworth said. 
"Frankly, I believe what has tran- 
spOed demonstrates that our system 
•oif justice works. The Norfolk 
newspapers totally disregarded that 
Bob Humphries (Virginia Beach 
commonwealth's attorney) and 
Judge Alan Rosenblau both said 
they had no obj«;tions to Karen's 
partde." 

Diehl was granted parole her first 
time before the Virginia Parole 
Board. The most recent figures 
available from the Virginia l^vole 
Board date to 1990. Of the nearly 
1.100 felons eligible, 179 were 
granted parole on their first try. 

"Karen is an intelligent, thought- 
ful, witty and complex individual," 
Shunleworth said. "These character- 
istics were ignored in the newspaper 
article. And in spite of her ordeal, 
she's maintained her faidi in her 
God and has demonstrated a tremen- 
dous work ethic." 

According to Shuttleworth. Diehl 
refuses to speak with the media and 
has moved to an undisclosed loca- 
tion following her August S re- 
lease. 

"I think it's important for people 
to know that Karen has remained 
very close to her natural bom fiam- 
ily and they've been very suppcHt- 
ive of her. And as her attorney, we 
stand behind our clients forever." 

Kerry Dougherty, staff writer for 
The Virginian-Pilot and The 
Ledger-Star who reported the story 
on Diehl's parole, was unavailable 
for comment. However, Cindy 
Clayton, an editorial assistant in 
the newspaper's newsroom said,

Beach residents warned of people painting numbers on your curbs

Virginia Beach residents are be- 
ing warned to check for a city per- 
mit before authorizing, anyone to 
paint street addresses on curbs. 

The Virginia Beach Department 
of Public Works has learned of two 
private businesses operating with- 
out pomits and in violation of cer- 
tain city codes and policies. 

All groups desiring to paint 
house numbers in the city right-of- 



way must obtain a highway permit 
from the Department of Public 
Works. This J^lies to profit orga- 
nizations and businesses, as wdl as 
charitable non-profit orgmiizations 
raising funds by painting addresses 
on curbs. Curb painters are required 
to obtain written approval in ad- 
vance from residrats. 

City codes require that street ad- 
dresses be painted in block form 
with black paint. It further describes 
the height, width and spacing of 



numerals. These requirements are 
designed to ensure consistency and 
maintain attractiveness. 

If contacted by a curb painting 
service, residents should request to 
see a copy of a right-of-way high- 
way permit prior to authorizing 
work to be done.

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Volunteerihg provides outlet for unused skills

Should older people who 
are retired - either by choice or 



otherwise - share their time 
and expertise as volunteers? 

On the face of it, the 
prospect sounds perfect. It 



gives older folks something 
worthwhile to do. It also 

provides an outlet for their 
unused skills. 



But after discussing this 
with several people over the 
past three months, I came up 
with an interesting set of 
opinions that I'd like to share 



Follow doctor's orders for longer life span 



Is there any truth to the 
statement that older people are 
better able to survive a 
coronary heart attack than 
younger people? 

There are many factors that 
alter the predictability of 
recovery after a coronary 
attack. If contributing factors 
such as excess tobacco, 



marked overweight and high 
blood pressure are not 
present, the elderly do seem to 
survive an uncomplicated 
attack of coronary thrombosis 
better than a man of 35. 

If the severity of an attack 
for a young man and an older 
man is the same, there may be 
reasons to explain better 
recovery in the elderly. Some 



of the reasons are valid, while 
others are speculative. The 
arteries that bring blood to the 
heart muscle itself are called 
the "coronaries" because their 
distribution around the heart 
resembles a "crown."

Rock Church on Kempsville Road. 

"When you have two extremely 
powerful and totally opposite media 
representatives vying for the pub- 
lic's attention and dollars, well, 
you're going to have trouble, 
Gimenez said. "Pat is a minister of 
the gospel who also happens to be 
a very successful businessman. 



Frankly, I'm not sure you can be 
both at the same time. And when 
Pat takes his strong stands against 
abortion, homosexuality and the 
pervasive immorality affecting our 
society today, then he's going to be 
at odds with The Virginian-Pilot 
and The Ledger-Star." 

A one-time New York city gang 
member and dope addict turned 
charismatic and evangelical 
preacher, Gimenez said the Norfolk 
newspapers would like nothing bet- 
ter than to see Robertson fail. 

"What Pat stands for, the papers 
are against. They have a tendency 
toward a humanistic philosophy. 
These newspapers deal in percep- 
tion, not the truth," Gimenez said. 
"One of their own reporters told my 
wife when she was running for 
Virginia Beach city council in 1985 
that, 'truth wasn't what our local 
newspapers are all about' No, no, 
it's what can be perceived about a 
person or a situation that counts. I 
guess that's why most any article 
about television preachers tries to 
tie them to the scandals of the past 
... the Bakers and Jimmy 
Swaggoi 

"Now i wouldn't want to work for 
M, he's much to strict for me. And 
I don't know if Pat's scheming and 
conniving and making money off the 
poor. I don't know if he's doing 
right or wrong," Gimenez continued. 
"But The Virginian-Pilot and The 
Ledger-Star are trying to crucify 
him. I guess we'll just have to sit 
back and see who is more determined 
to succeed."

Just finished course 
for nurse executives

Some people join the military 
because of an overwhelming patri- 
otic bent. Some look for educa- 
tional opportunities. Some seek a 
degree of financial stability. 

Mary Feris, a U.S. naval captain 
and director of nursing services at 
Portsmouth's Naval Hospital since 



1991, fits ttjose three categories, 
pretty much. 

"Actually, I joined the Navy be- 
cause I was broke," said Feris, who 
lives in Kemp&ville. 

Back in 1966, Peris had com- 
pleted two years study in the nurs- 
ing curriculum at St. John's 
College of Cleveland. 

"Money wasn't just tight, it was 
pretty much non-existent. So I 
joined the Navy, fmished my educa- 
tion and then went active duty." 

Now 1968, and Feris' nursing 
degree and the mounting casualties 
of the Vietnam War seemed a per- 
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feet match. 

"I volunteered for Vietnam; all 
the nurses were volunteers," Feris 
said, "but I was sent to Rota, Spain 
instead, and served at the base hos- 
pital for two years." 

With her commitment to the 
Navy completed, Feris spent the^ 
next 23 months as a civilian nurse. 

"I soon realized how much I 
missed the Navy," Feris said. 

Feris recently completed a nurs- 
ing management course at the 
University of Pennsylvania 
Wharton Business School of 
Graduate Studies. The program is 
designed for nurse executives. Feris 
is only the third Naval nurse officer 
to have participated in the Wharton 
program. 

"The course of study is designed 
for people who run complex nurs- 
ing programs and facilities," Feris 
said. 

'There were 37 nurse executives 
in my class. 1 was the only partici- 
pant who was not a civilian. While 
the environments in which we work 
are very different, we are all nurses. 
We are all responsible for our pro- 
grams being as efficient, cost effec- 



tive and medically sound as possi- 
ble. So there is common ground."

mission is to medically support 
operational military forces, often 
aboard ships, and her civilian coun- 
terparts are community-oriented 
professionals, Feris says the stres- 
sors affecting nursing executives 
have more similarities than differ- 
ences. 

"We are not just concerned about 
nursing standards," Feris said, "but 
we both are diligent in maintaining 
the highest degree of skilled profes- 
sionaUsm. Certainly we each work 
under strict budgeting guidelines, 
but assuring our patients are receiv- 
ing excellent care is the bottom 
line. This also assures pride among 
nursing professionals." 

During her 25-year career, Feris 
says she has witnessed and person- 
ally experienced an evolving rela- 
tionship between physicians and 
nurse professionals.

"It's becoming evermoe collabo- 
rative, which I see as positive direc- 
tion than the paternalistic position 
assumed by many doctors when I 
began my career," Feris said. "I 
guess this is as much a cultural 
change as anything else. I recently 
was involved in a conversation with 
a physician who admitted he has a 
professional bias toward nurses. 
However, I have chosen to see such 
statements as positive first steps 
that can take us to the next battle. 



Anytime someone admits to a prej- 
udice, thCTc's a tiny q)ening toward 
breaking that prejudice down." 

Feris is the top ranking nurse of- 
ficer at the Naval Hospital. She's 
also the top ranking Navy officer at 
home. 

"My husband is also a Navy cap- 
tain, stationed at Sinclant Fleet, 
Norfolk," Feris said, "but I'm se- 
nior to him. Pull rank, never, ex- 
cept perhaps on my 1 1 -year-old son 
an^ definitely on our two (togs."

address before the Harvard Ethical 
Society, he predicted, "The next gen- 
eration must witness a continuing 
and ever-increasing contest between 
those who have and those who have 
not" 

Justice Benjamin N. Cardoza, 
1932-1938, was appointed by Presi- 
dent Heibert Hoover to fill the seat 
vacated by Oliver Wendell Holmes. 
EveQ though there were already two 
justices from New York City and one 
Jew, Brandeis was still on the bench, 
Cardoza was promoted by most of 
the leading newspapers, political lead- 
ers and law school deans. 

Cardoza had abrilliant mind. After 
home tutoring by Horatio Alger, he 
entered Columbia at age 15 and fin- 
ished at top of his class. He left Co- 
lumbia Law School at end of two 
years to begin his 22 years as a prac- 
ticing attoney with his olderbrother. 
He excdled in corporate and com- 
mercial litigation. 

Next came Justice Felix Frank- 
fimer, 1939-1962,appointedby Presi- 
drat F.D. RoosevelL To the Supreme 
Court, he was a student, a teacher and 
a critic during almost a quarter of a 
cottury. When he retired due to ill- 
ness, he stated his view of the court's 
role. "My years on the court have 
only denned my conviction that its 
existence and functioning according 
to its best historic traditions are indis- 
pensable for the well-being of the 
nation." 



Appointed by President John F. 
Kennedy, Arthur J. Goldberg served 
only three years, 1962-1965. He had 
five careers - lawyer, soldier, cabinet 
officer, judge and diplomat During 
World War II, he served in the Office 
of Strategic Services as chief of the 
Labor Division in Europe. Later, he 
becamegeneral counsel forthe United 
Steelworkers of Amwica. Labor law 
became his chief concern, but he re- 
signed from the high court when he 
was asked to serve as ambassador to 
the Unitedtlations. 

Justice Abe Fortas, {q^pointed by 
President Lyndon B. Johnson, also 
had a short tenure, 1965-19^. He 
was the first nominee for Chief Jus- 
tice to appeal before the Senate Judi- 
ciary Committee and the first to be 
blocked by a Soiate filibuster! Later, 
he became the first justice in the 
nation's history to leave the court 
under pressure of public criticism.
